FOR MEETING, SAYING THAT HE WOULD RETURN TO PORTUGAL 
JUNE 21 AND BE IN TOUCH WITH EMBASSY THERE. 

2. BORY CLAIMED THAT SEVEN AFRICAN STATES WILL PROPOSE 
THAT FLEC BE ADMITTED AS AN OBSERVER AT THE UPCOMING OAU 
MEETINGS IN LIBREVILLE. HE ALSO SAID THAT IN REPLY TO 

A UPI JOURNALIST'S QUESTION, HE HAD STATED THAT FLEC HAS 
CAPTURED NO AMERICANS. FLEC'S POLICY, HE ASSERTED, IS 
NOT TO TAKE AMERICAN OR BRITISH HOSTAGES AND, IF SOME 
SHOULD "ACCIDENTALLY" BE TAKEN, TO RELEASE THEM 
EXPEDITIOUSLY, AS WAS DONE RECENTLY WITH FRENCH PRISONERS. 
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
